Notice to Applicant 

1 . Claim 1 is pending. 

2. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement o£ the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Claims in 
dependent form shall be construed to include all the limitations of the claim 
incorporated by reference into the dependent claim. A multiple dependent claim 
shall be construed to incorporate by reference all the limitations of each of the

(g) The least restrictive claim should be presented as claim number 1, and all 
dependent claims should be grouped together with the claim or claims to which 
they refer to the extent practicable. 

(h) The claim or claims must commence on a separate physical sheet or electronic 
page. Any sheet including a claim or portion of a claim may not contain any other 
parts of the application or other material. 

(i) Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step 
of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
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Claim Objections 

3. A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim refers to 
a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any claim 
which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind that a 
dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, applicant's sequence 
will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01(n). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. The examiner does not understand whether this claim is directed toward 
a process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and useful improvement 
thereof See MPEP § 2106 for further information. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
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positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted elements are: The steps describing in how page layout of browser, 
joining the membership, downloading the health consult software of network doctor to the 
terminal computer free of charge, upgrading the software free of charge, downloading credit 
card, remote registration of website, usage of health diagnosis database software of network 
hospital, confirmation of diseases, confirmation of type of individual cases and principle of cure, 
glancing over commodities, confirmation of commodities and putting them into shopping 
vehicle, issuing order of goods, settlement and payment via credit card, transport, usage of 
commodities and feedback of information fit together. 

9. Claim 1 provides for the use of network hospital but, since the claim does not set forth 
any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e.. 
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results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex 
parte DunkU 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

10. The term "you like" in claim 1 is a relative term that renders the claim indefinite. The 
term "you like" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. The term refers does not specifically define how the 
software should be downloaded. 

1 1 . The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

13. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Myers, U.S. Pre-Grant 
Publication Number 2004/0254816 (see reference A on the attached PTO-892). 

14. As per claim 1, Myers teaches a network hospital is made as per all individual diseases, on 
which one can choose corresponding commercial way for combined diet invigorating substances (see 
paragraph 2 where the medical treatment are discussed further in paragraph 131).
